Not Expected to Change 


Position Toward | 
Peiping Depends 
Only on Situation 


WASHINGTON (AP)— 
Far Eastern diplomats and 


US. State Department 
oficials—and President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower 
as well—do not expect 


changes in U.S. Far East 
policy because of greater 
Democratic control of 
Congress. 

This was the consensus in the 
wake of the tremendous Demo- 
cratic victories in Tuesday's 
US, election. 

Eisenhower told the world 
Wednesday he foresaw no 
changes in U.S. foreign policy 
as a result of the democratic 
party’s great election victory, 

The President's statements, 
only hours after the Democrats 
had smashingly consolidated 
their control of Congress, in- 
dicated the executive branch of 
tae government saw no reason 
to change foreign policy, Con- 
trol of Congress by the opposi- 
tion party is nothing new to 
Eisenhower; he never had had 
a Congress of his own party 
since he held office. 

Seme diplomats supporting 
U.S. Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles’ philosophy are 
slightiy worried that a stronger 
Democratic Party in Congress 
will ultimately persuade the 
Administration to follow a less 
rigid policy with regard to Com- 
munist China. Others in this 
group are convinced that noth- 
ing could cause the Administra- 
tion to make any changes. 


Most diplomats appear to 
agree that no policy changes of 
significance can be expected. 
Changes if any, would be in re 
sponse to a new situation and 
not in policy, they said. 

State Department sources say 
they do not foresee changes be- 
cause of two reasons. The first 
is that there is no significant 
difference in the thinking of the 
Administration and of Demo 
erats in Congress concerning 
U.S. Far Eastern policy. The 
difference, as manifested during 
the Taiwan Strait crisis, is re 
stricted to questions like whe- 
ther to defend the offshore is- 
lands or not, a subject consider- 
ed also by Peiping as of second- 
ary importance. 

The second reason is the per- 
son of Dulles himself. Since he, 
supported by Assistant Secre- 
tary Walter S. Robertson, is re- 
sponsible for shaping U.S. Far 
East policy, there is no basis 
to expect any change of import- 
ance, oOfficiais believe. 

“Dulles. remains what he is, 
whatever the composition of 
Congress,” a high ranking of- 
ficial said. 

The President said he knew 
of no responsible Democratic 
Party leader who would change 
basic U.S. foreign policy. 

He said he believed no one 
could describe the Democrats as 
“appeasers.” During the heat 
of the campaign, some Repub 
lican spokesmen used words 
like “appeasement” and “ap- 
peasers” in denouncing Demo- 
crats.

Late Returns Boost 
Democrats’ Triumph 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Demo- 
crats battered down a final Re- 
publican bastion on the U.S. 
West Coast and produced their 
biggest U.S. Senate gain in his- 
tory from belated returns from 
Tuesday's election. 

The 13-seat gain surpassed by 
one the previous Democratic 
record of 12 set in 1932. 

The trickle of ballots from 
the hinterlands merely enlarg- 
ed the dimensions of the most 
spectacular Democratic political 
triumph since the New Deal. 
Late results tightened an al- 
ready strengthened Democratic 
control of both Senate and 
House and tossed more Repub- 
lican governors out of office. 

And, with an assist they 
didn’t want from Nelson A. 
Rockefeller in New York, the 
Democrats brought about a 
sizable reshuffling of 1960 poli- 
tical prospects. 

The grandson of the late oil 
billionaire John D. Rockefeller 
rolied up a smashing 585,219 
vote margin over fellow million- 
aire Averell Harriman, accord- 
ing to complete returns. The 
final unofficial tally was Rocke- 
feller, 3,103,056 votes to 2,547,- 
837 for Harriman. 

He said that as of now Wwe did 
not feel any pressure to seek 
the presidency, but that he was 
aware of the speculation on his 
future. 

Rockefeller was asked if he 
classified himself as a liberal 
Republican. He replied that he

Hawaii Swept 
By Democrats 


HONOLULU (JPI— 
Hawali followed a nation- 
wide Democratic trend Tues- 
day with sweeping victories 
in both houses of the legis- 
lature and reelection of 
Democrat John A. Burns as 
delegate to Congress. 


By early morning it was 
apparent that the Demo- 
crats had assured them- 
selves of 33 seats in the 5l- 
member House of Represen- 
tatives — just short of 
enough seats to override a 
veto by the Republican gov- 
ernor, who is a Washington 
appointee. . 


In the Senate race, the 
Democrats took 16 of 25 
seats—one short of enough 
to override a veto in that 
House. 


Republican incum bent 
Neal E. Blaisdell easily de- 
feated Democratic hopeful 
William C. Vannata in the 
race for mayor of Honolulu. 


The Democrats apparent- 
ly swept the Honolulu 
Board of Supervisors, 
though. Incomplete returns 
indicated the Democrats 
won all seyen seats for the 
first time in the party’s 
Hawaiian history. 


Republicans were defeated be- 
cause of public criticism of 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles’ foreign policy and the 
present American foreign aid 
program, as well as measures 
which brought on the current 
recession. 


However, they saw no abrupt 
and drastic change in American 
policy because there was no 
wide policy’ gap between the 
Democrats and the Republicans. 
There might, of course, be some 
minor changes, they said. 

American foreign aid, the 
leaders said, can be expected to 
be stepped up as the Democrats 
hold the view that Ameri- 
can prosperity hinges on pro- 
sperity abroad. The anticipated 
increase in U.S. aid would come 
gradually and prove favorable 
for this country, they predicted. 


The increase in the Demo- 
crats’ power, they observed, 
would put the brake to Dulles’ 
hard foreign pelicy and make.a 
revision necessary. The Ameri- 
can policy in regard to the Com- 
munist bloc would thus be 
gradually eased, they predicted. 


The leaders foresaw, however, 
no immediate recognition of 
Communist China by the United 
States. 


In the phase of domestic eco- 
nomy, they predicted the Demo- 
crat triumph would give rise to 
a trend of economic control aim- 
ed at the protection of laborers 
and farmers. The Democrats 
might seek to increase taxes on 
high income earners and adopt 
decisive tax collection measures, 
they sald. 


Thus, the Democrat victory 
might prove a discouraging fac- 
tor to the current stock market 
rally in the United States, they 
said.

World Sees U.S. Liberalism Swing 


LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter) — 
The victorious tide of the U.S. 
Democratic Party evoked many 
views and feelings in Thursday's 
British press with the independ- 
ent Times saying that Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower may 
still rank as the father-figure of 
the mass of the voters but that 
his political grip has been judg- 
ed inadequate. 

The liberal Manchester Guar- 
dian described the Democratic 
Party's success as a healthy one 
while the independent right- 
wing Daily Express claimed 
that the “defeated Republicans 
have still time to pull themselves 
together” before the presidential 
election in 1960, 

The Daily Telegraph said that 
both President Eisenhower and 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles were fair game for elec- 
tioneering attack but that what 
they stand for still has solid 
support. 

The Times editorial noted that 
though Democratic “strength is 
now spread more evenly, they 
are still not independent of their 
solid block of support in the 


South: and there they have yet 
to answer the challenge of the 
racial problem which has been 
their bane for so long.” 


In an editorial headlined 
“Price of Folly,” the Daily Ex- 
press declared that “This = 
mendous swing against Eis 
hower is the penalty that “_ 
Government must pay for pvur- 
suing vacillating policies.” 


Fiasco, Peiping Says 

PEIPING (Kvyodo-Reuter) 
Red Chinese newspapers Thurs- 
day described the American 
congressional election results as 
a “fiasco” for the Republicans 
but forecast they would bring 
no change in American Gov- 
ernment policy, 

The Communist Party news- 
paper People’s Daily said the 


elections were falsified “demo- 
eratic” elections controlled by 
the monopolists. 


The Kwangming Daily said 


the Democrats’ success do not 
mean they are popular. They 


and the Republicans have been 
following a “bipartisan” policy 


and are “just a pair of puppets 
of Wall Street.” 


To Middle of Road 

LONDON (AP)-—Press com- 
ment around the world Thurs- 
_jday widely interpreted Amer- 
ica’s election results as a swing 
toward middie of the road 
liberalism, 

The infuential independent 
Paris Le Monde called the elec- 
tions a victory for the liberals 
and a personal failure for Vice 
President Richard Nixon. 

The Amsterdam Socialist Het 
Parool said Eisenhower's “loss 
of prestige” was one cause of 
the Democratic victory. | 

The Russians called the elec- 
tions “a crushing defeat for 
the foreign and internal policy 
of the U.S, Government.” 

Although many papers dwelt 
on the difficulties Eisenhower 
may have with a Democratic 
Congress, the right wing Lon- 
don tabloid Daily Sketch noted 
“there Is still a Republican in 
the place where it matters most 


i—the White House.” 


Draft Bills; 
No Tax Cut 
Is Envisaged 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Con- 
gressional leaders were laying 
out for the heavily Democratic 
86th Congress Thursday a prog- 
ram of housing, farm, labor re- 
form and economic legislation 
for which they believe the 
voters spoke in Tuesday’s land- 
slide election. 


Speaker Sam Rayburn reject- 
ed President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower’s “radical” jabel for the 
new Congress, said it was Eisen- 
hower himself who had turned 
out to be history’s big spender 
and promised for the new Con- 
gress a constructive course 
geared to the country’s best in- 
terests. 


In a telephone interview the 
veteran Democratic leader said 
Tuesday's balloting stacked up 
as a protest against recession, 
high prices and the Benson farm 
program, and that it reflected 
also general disappointment in 
the leadership of President 
Eisenhower. ‘ 


Although no formal legisla- 
tive goals have as yet been set 
for the new Congress, Rayburn 
forecast passage of: 


—A housing bill, its details 
still to be worked Out, but pre- 
sumably to embody key slum 
clearance and College housing 
loan features of a Democratic 
measure which the House this 
year failed to pass. 


—A new Kennedy-Ives labor 
reform bill or something along 
its lines to combat rackets as ex- 
posed in some unions by Senate 
investigators. Although such a 
bill was passed by the Senate in 
the 85th Congress, the House 
turned it down. 


—Farm legislation “to 
straighten out some of the 
kinks” in the Benson farm pro- 
gram. 

Rayburn said also he will ask 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee to study the tax law 
for loopholes and inequities that 
ought to be remedied. He ruled 
out prospects of a gerieral tax 
cut, however, and said a tax 
boost is not in the cards either. 


It was learned that Senate 
Democratic leader Lyndon B. 
Johnson — who with Rayburn 
will exercise firm leadership of 
the new Congress—will an- 
nounce in a Texas speech Fri- 
day a more detailed listing of 
legislative goals for the coming 
session. 

Johnson’s list is understood 
to include, in addition to bills 
cited by Rayburn, legislation to 
relieve depressed areas (such 
a bill was vetoed this year by 
Fisenhower); broaden water 
conservation and irrigation pro- 
grams; expand construction of 
jet-age airports; accelerate ex- 
ploration of space, and bolster 
the atoms-for-peace program. 

Some of these programs will 
cost money. At his press con- 
ference Wednesday President 
Eisenhower forecast “real 
trouble” ahead as a result of 
Tuesday's election ef what he 
considers “radical” Democratic 
spenders. 

Democrats weren't holding 
still for the President’s big 
spending charge. 

“It’s the President's budget,” 
Rayburn noted. “He's turned out 
to be the biggest peacetime 
spender we ever had.” 

“We'll go along with the Pre- 
sident wherever we think he’s 
right and will vote against him 
when we think he’s wrong,” he 
said. But “we won't let dis. 
like for Eisenhower lead us into 
actions that would hurt the 
country.” 


U.S. Moon Shot 
Expected Today 


The Tokyo Astronomical Ob- 
servatory was notified by the 
Smithsonian Astrophysical Ob- 
servatory yesterday afternoon 
that the United States would 
make its third attempt to fire a 
moon rocket from Cape Canaver- 
al at 3:20 p.m. today, Japan 
Time. 

The Tokyo Astronomical Ob- 
servatory said that its calcula- 
tions indicated the condition for 
the firing of the moon rocket 
was just the same as that on 
Oct. 11 when the Pioneer rocket 
was launched. 

The observatory said that the 
moon would be 357,000 kilo- 
meters (222,000 miles) away 
from the earth at the moment 
of firing, and the rocket would 
be nearest the moon in two and 
a half days. 


Thor-Vanguard Ready 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. Air Force may take its 
third shot at the moon early 
Friday. 

The launching site once more 
is Cape Canaveral. There, @n- 
other Thor-Vanguard combina- 
tion lunar probe rocket is on its 
firing pad and at the ready. 

If for one reason or another 
there is no firing then, similar 
favorable periods occur in the 


early morning hours of Satur: 
day and Sunday.

In Geneva 


GENEVA (AP)—Britain 
Thursday put forward a plan 
for an international control 
organization to police a ban 
on nuclear tests. The British 
initiative came at the fifth 
meeting of the three power 
talks on suspension of nuclear 
tests. A communique issued 
after the meeting said the 
British paper dealt with “ini- 
tial points requiring con- 
sideration” im the setting up 
of an effective control organi- 
zation. The points themselves 
were not defined. 


GENEVA (AP)—The fifth ses 
sion of the three-power con- 
ference on suspension of nuclear 
tests convened Thursday in the 
Palais des Nations at 3:01 p.m. 
(11:01 p.m. JST). 

After a week of formal con- 
ference sessions and private 
conversations, the American, 
British and Russian delegations 
still have been unable to agree 
on an agenda. 

Western sources said, how- 
ever, that the United States and 
Britain had not expected rapid 
agreement and that there still 
were prospects that this con- 
ference might provide fruitful 
results. 

Meanwhile, America’s delega- 
tion to the conference on safe- 
guards against surprise attacks 
arrived Thursday and stressed 
its eagerness to engage in ser- 
ious technical discussions with 
the Communist world on a wide 
range of complex military prob- 
lems. 


Other Western delegations 
also began arriving for the 10- 
nation East-West conference 


opening Monday in the Palais 
des Nations. 

Speaking for the American 
group, delegation chairman 
William C. Foster stressed that 
these were technical talks of a 
strictly nonpolitical nature.

The undertone of ‘criticism of 
Prime Minister Kishi has not 
crystalized as yet into any de- 
finite line of thinking, and the 
majority of business and finan 
cial leaders are still at the stage 
of watching further develop- 
ments before taking a clear-cut 
stand. 

Worthy of note, however, is 
the fact that there has been 
no positive response from busi- 
ness quarters, such as the 
Federation of Economic Organ- 
izations (Keidanren), with re- 
gard to the police bill or Labor 
Minister Tadao Kuraishi’s warn- 
ing Tuesday against labor's na- 
tion-wide demonstration against 
the bill. It has been customary 
in the past for business bodies 
and their leaders to issue state- 
ments of support or even pay 
courtesy calls when the Govern- 
ment has done something that 
is pleasing to them. 

Whilé it may be granted that 
the issue this time had been too 
big and also too delicate for 
them to undertake such respon- 
sive gestures, it cannot. be 
ignored that the feeling of critic- 
ism toward the Prime Minister 
harbored by a section of the 
business and financial world also 
has influenced the unobtrusive 
stand taken by business organ- 
izations, Kvodo asserted. 

The critical feeling toward 
Kishi actually goes back to the 
beginning of this year when the 
conclusion of the fourth Japan-

Increasingly they sought con- 
tact with artists in other lands 
by travels and exhibitions 
abroad. The Japanese Pavilion 
erected at the Venice Biennale 
stems directly from the stimula- 
tion and organizational power 
of this dynamic body of artists. 

With cunning and determina- 
tion they learned the devious 
paths of international customs 
barriers which baffle any single 
worker and they managed to 
establish qa system for exchange 


exhibitions with other coun- 
tries. With gratifving reg-

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The American Elections 

The sweeping victory of the Democrats in the American 
elections may be regarded as reve ealing a certain amount of 
popular dissatisfaction with the present Administration, 
but how wide and how deep this feeling goes with the 
mass of the American people it.is far from easy to estimate. 

By securing their greatest control of Congress since 
the New Deal days of a couple of decades ago, the Demo- 
crats are not likely to be able, even if they wished, to 
change materialiy the main lines of American policy, either 


at home or abroad. 


President Eisenhower said on Wednesday that he 
foresaw no changes in foreign policy as a result of the 


Democrats’ victory at the polls. 


There would be no change 


in American policy toward Communist China, he declared, 
as long as the Peiping regime holds American citizens in 


jail! 


We are not surprised to learn, of course, that Red 


China is pronouncing the elections a “fiasco” 


for the Re- 


publicans, and claiming that the Democrats rode to power 


on the unpopularity of American foreign policy. 


“The U.S. 


voters detested the domestic and foreign policy of the 
Republican Government, particularly its foreign policy,” 


Peiping Radio declared, 


Such a viewpoint constitutes good propaganda material 
for Peiping, of course, and the Chinese Reds may be ex- 


pected to press it as far as possible upon the 


nations they 


are always hoping to entangle in their web. But it may be 
rejected by all close political students without misgivings, 
for it would be presumptuous to think that there is any 
really significant difference in the thinking on the subject 
of the Eisenhower Administration and of Democrats in 


Congress, 
to deal with Peiping’s 
their over-all suitability.

The Communist China Issue 


Problem Is That of Representation, Related to Membership 


Thie is the fifth in a series of 
articles by Kiyoaki Murata on the 
United Nations, which was sterted 
on U.N, Day—Editor. 


Closely related to the problem 
of membership and often con- 
fused with it is that of repre- 
sentation in the U.N. organs. 
Yet, if we are to have a clearer 
understanding of the workings 
of the world organization, the 
two must be studied separately. 


Membership in the U.N, is the 
status of a state, while repre- 
sentation means seating the rep- 
resentatives of a member state 
by accepting their credentials. 

Part of the reason for the er- 
roneous identification of the two 
distinct concepts is the fact 
that the U.N. Charter makes no 
provision for determining the 
representation of a member state 
while stating conditions, ambl- 
guous as they may be, for mem- 
bership. 

Apparentiy, the founding 
fathers of the U.N. foresaw no 
need for clarification of the rep- 
resentation question. The im- 
plicit assumption was that there 
would always be only one legi- 
timate government of a state at 
one time, even though one gov- 
ernment may be overthrown by 
another,. The assumption raises 
no problem in so far as inter- 
national law is concerned. When 
the government of a member 
state is succeeded by another, 
then the latter is automatically 
to be represented in the U.N. 


Defies Pattern 


But the case of Communist 
China defies this pattern of 
thinking. What happened is 
that the legitimate Government 
of the state of China was re- 
moved to Taiwan, an island off 
the mainiand of China, whose 
jurisdiction at present is open 
to academic doubts. 

In the meantime, a new re- 
gime has asserted itself in Pei- 
ping with effective control over 
the entire territory of the state 
of China. And today both re- 
gimes are claimants to the seat 
for China in the U.N., the only 
difference between them is that 
the Nationalist regime now oc- 
cupies the seat while the Pei- 
ping regime does not. 

It is 10 years since the succes- 
ston of power took place in Chi- 
na, and the proposal, and its 
subsequent rejection, for seat- 
ing Communist China in the 
U.N. has by now become an an- 
nual routine, which is likely to 
continue for some time, 

Theoretical Possibility 

Theoretically, however, the 
situation may not remain per- 
manent. It is entirely possible, 
for instance, that two political 
regimes, both claiming to be the 
legitimate governments of a 
state, e.g., China, may be seated 
in the General Assembly and 
the Security Council. This is so 
because a state continues to be 
a U.N. member, while the two 
organs of the U.N. may take dif- 
ferent attitudes toward the 
credentials of the representa- 
tives of two regimes which

contend to control the state. 

According to the rules of pro- 
cedure for the U.N, the cre- 
dentials of representatives of 
the member states are to be ex- 
amined by the nine-member 
Credentials Committee, appoint- 
ed at the beginning of cach 
session by the assembly on the 
proposal of the president. Thus, 
if the committee prefers to ap- 
prove the credentials of Govern- 
ment B to those of Government 
A of the same state of X, the 
former will be seated. 

As for the Security Council, 
however, the situation is not the 
same. Credentials in this case 
are examined by the secretary 
general who submits his report 
to the Security Council for ap- 
proval, 

Approval Unlikely 

This means that even though 
a future secretary general may 
favorably report on the creden- 
tials of representatives of the 
Peiping regime who arrive at 
the U.N. headquarters, asking to 
be seated in the council, it is 
highly unlikely that the Nation- 
alist representative would ap- 
prove of the such a report. 

US. Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles at one time in- 
timated that the charter con- 
tained a mechanism to prevent 
a government from participat- 
ing in the General Assembly 
when the a permanent member 
of the Security Council itself 
could not be expelled because 
of the veto. . 

Apart from the question of 
which of the two regimes should 
be considered by the U.N. as 
the legitimate government of 
China, China as a state appears 
to be firmly imbedded in the 
membership. Because it is a 
permanent member, and the 
charter is so provided that it is 
“permanent” until the state 
decides of its own accord to 
withdraw from U.N. member- 
ship. 

The reason is that each of the 
five permanent members can 
veto any proposal to unseat it. 
Of course, the provision may be 
amended, but again any amend- 
ment, according to Art. 108 of 
the charter, must be approved 
by two-thirds of the members, 
“including all the permanent 
members of the Security Coun- 
cil.” 

Less Confusion 

There seems to be less con- 
fusion concerning the reiation- 
ship between admission to the 
U_N. of a state and its recogni- 
tion by several states that are 
members of the world organiza- 
tion. In 1950 the point was made 
clear by the then Secretary 
General Trygve Lie in a memo- 
randum. 

It said in effect that the UN. 
has no authority to recognize 
either a new state or a new Zov- 
ernment of an existing one. 
Recognition of either state or 
government is an individual act, 
and both admission to U.N. 
membership and acceptance of 
representation therein are col- 
lective acts.

On NATO Reorganization 


LONDON (Via Radiopress)— 
Many of the papers comment 
on Field Marshal Lord Montgo- 
mery’s recent lecture in which 
he called for an overhaul of 
the structure of the North At 
lantic Treaty Organization. 

The Sunday Times, conserva- 
tive, thinks that Lord Mont- 
gomery ‘'s proposals are on the 
right lines. It says that the 
change in the emphasis of Com- 
munist pressure to political sub- 
version and economic warfare 
is one which we must brace 
ourselves to meet with the same 
urgency as first breathed life 
into NATO. 

Everything comes back to 
political solidarity. No military 
planning or organization can 
have meaning without it. No 
combined economic policies, for 
instance, for aid to underdevel- 
oped countries, can reap their 
fruit unless the principles and 
objectives of policies on a broad- 
er plane are agreed. Without 
such agreement, says the Sun- 
day Times, propaganda and di- 
plomacy become a confused dis- 
cord. The Field Marshal is 
right, both in his insistence 
upon the fundamental impor- 
tance of Anglo-American unity 
and in his call for the NATO 
Powers to extend the range of 
their common planning to the 


whole strategy of the cold war. 
The Observer, independent, 
feels that Lord Montgomery 


was correct in warning that the 
battle in the coming years will 
be political, financial, and eco- 
nomic and that the disputed 
areas will be Asia and Africa, 
But, says the paper, he then 
produced the illogical proposal 
on how this new kind of battle 
should be approached, 
America should back the 
European powers in Asia and 
Africa as she does in Europe. 
She is castigated for not help- 
ing them to retain their im- 
perial positions in Asia; her op- 
position to the Suez expedition 
is called sabotage. This, says

said, it would be difficult to 
make individual recognition a 
condition for these U.N. acts.

Actually, the Lie thesis is a 
statement of the reality concern- 
ing the China question. Great 
Britain and many other states 
have recognized the Mao Tse- 
tung regime but they have gone 
along with the U.S. policy of 
maintaining Nationalist Chinese 
representation in. the U.N. 

Anomalous Situation 

An American expert on inter- 
national organization described 
this as “an extraordinary ano- 
malous situation.” These coun- 
tries, Le., United Kingdom and 
others which recognize Commu- 
nist China, he wrote, “are in 
a position of admitting that the 
Mao regime is the Government 
of China put denying it the 
right to act for China in the 
most important international 
forum, and of rejecting the 
claim of the Chiang regime to 
be the Government of China 
but acquiescing in its pretension 
to do what only a government 
can do—to represent the state in 
the United Nations. This must 
be the perfect nightmare for 
a foreign office legal expert.” 


The anomaly, furthermore, 
does not end here because the 
US. too, finds itself in a 


strange dilemma of refusing to 
favor the de facto government 
of the state of China for U.N. 
membership while nonetheless 
treating it as though it were 
the government of that state 
by negotiating with its diploma- 
tic agents on at least two 
separate international issues, 
namely, the return of US. 
POWs and more recently the 
Taiwan Strait question. 

All this is due to the fact 
that the U.S. has barred Chi- 
nese Communist representa- 
tion in the U.N. on moral and 
political, rather than technical 
grounds. The official stand has 
been that the Communist re- 
gime of China, Which the U.N. 
condemned as an aggressor on 
U.S. initiative, is unworthy of 
a seat in the council of world 
powers. 

Basic Question 

The question boils down to 
that of selectivity or universal- 
ity. It is a question of whether 
the U.N. should be a conclave 
of saints to deal collectively 
with sinners outside or an ap- 
proximation of a parliament of 
world states. If the latter were 
to be the choice, then barring 
the Peiping regime is a serious 
injustice to markind because it 
excludes one-quarter of the en- 
tire human population from the 
U.N. 


What appears to be an 
answer to this basic question 
was offered by Secretary Dulles 
i, 1954 when he told the US. 
Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations, “if it had not been 
for (the U.N.) which brought 
together these prospectively 
warring elements, if each had 
operated in a closed compart- 
ment of its own, the friction, 
the difficulties would have be- 
come so acute that a general 
war would have to be rated as 
very likely, instead of as I rate 
it today, unlikely.” 

This position, however, was 
apparently not a well-establish- 
ed one, for only a few months 
later, the same Mr. Dulles 
justified the exclusion of re 
g'mes which he believed were 
aggressively inclined by stat- 
ing, “the U.N. was not set up 
to be a reformatory. It was as- 
sumed that you would be good 
before you got in and not that 
being in would make you 
good.”

The Nobel Prize winner for 
literature, Boris Pasternak, is 
being condemned in. his own 
native country, saying that his 
novel, “Doctor Zhivago,” is 
contradictory to communism. 
His book has not been publish- 
ed in the Soviet Union. This is 
a perfect example of how rigid- 
ly publication is controlled, and 
how much one must be obligat- 
ed to the Government, even in 
writing and expressing oneself, 
in the Soviet Union. 

If Mr. Pasternak’s novel were 
not true, could not Russia 
prove it by indicating to the 
rest of the world that the USSR 
is, in fact, not a country of 
which Mr. Pasternak writes, 
rather than convicting him as 
being unfaithful to his country? 
By penalizing him, the USSR 1s 
only trying to conceal what 
could be, and probably is, true 
and what they fear of disclosing 
to the rest of the world, 

My humble sympathy moves 
for Mr. Pasternak, for I cannot 
but presuppose that his life is 
physically in danger now, or 
he may have to suffer economi- 
cally. 

Communism, the greatest 
threat in the world today, 
propagates that collective free- 
dom, a freedom similar to a 
herd of sheep as compared to 
individual recognition and 
liberty, is the way of life but 
is it actually so? A _ little 
familiarization of life in Rus 
sia will inform one of how 
rigidly the individual is cot 
trolled by the Government. Be- 
ing ruled like herds of cattle 
under a collective freedom, you 
will not be able to accomplish 
your utmost in life, nor will you 
be able to fulfill your spiritual 
desires for they do not believe 
in God. 

Isn’t it too great a price to 
pay—for Mr. Pasternak and for 
the rest of the Free World—to 
be victimized by the few power- 
hungry leaders of the USSR for 
their egoistic satisfaction!
